sex Courses proposed

Laiirentlan's sociology diipart- 
me.nt is planning to offer a course 
or sex in the 1974-75 academic 
year. 

T^e demand for this course 
came two years ago when the So- 
ciology Departmfint was approa- 
ched by local school boards which 
are faced with teaching sex edu- 
cation In the high schools. Tea- 
chors with a B,A. have little back- 
ground for teaching sex education 
and It w^ hoped a course could 
be developed to overcome this. 
Thus a course was planned topro- 
vlde teachers with the knowledge 
and capability to teach sex educa- 
tion in the high schools. The 



cours • win also Introduce the tea- 
chers to material and resources 
tha t are available to them for tea- 
ching sex education. 

Tliis summer the course will be 
offered on aa experimental basis 
and hopefully It will be successful. 
Next year the course will be of- 
fered as a second year course and 
win be worth six credits. The 
course should appeal to maiy stu- 
dents. 

The course will be taught from 
basically a sociological point of 
view. The primary objective of 
the coarse Is to develop an under- 
standing of human sexual behavi- 
our.. In contemporary society. In 
doing this it will look at past cul- 
tural traditions that have Influen- 
ced present norms and values. 
Also to t>e studied are the impor- 



tance of sex roles in shaping sex- 
ual behaviour and the concerns of 
Sfr. education in the home and 
school. Students will alsodlscuss 
the role of sex In the mass mmlla 
and art. Specific topics such as 
adolescent sexuality aiid '^exual 
deviations will be looked at in- 
depth. Guest lecturers such as 
so<c therapists, medical doctors, 
and gyneacolo^ists will add to the 
course. Thus other departments 
su:h as nursing, psychology, a id 
biology will be Involved in this 
course Informally. 

The So '.xX Work Dopartment 
will be offering a course on sex 
to fourth year students but It wil! 
dt»al more with counselllngandlhe 
problems Involved. It will be a 
half-term course worth three 
credits. 



Th-ere is a good chance that the 
so-called **in formal" pubs of the 
four individual colleges at Lauren- 
tlan University win not beallowed 
to operate, next year, in &ct, If 
things continue the way they are 
presently going, they might have to 
close this year. 

A letter sent recently by Edward 
J. Monahan, President of Lauren- 
tlan University, states, "Recent 
changes in provincial liquor legis- 
lation, due to be implemented in 
the near ^oturt, w!ii iikcly require 
the University to obtain a license 
and thereby to become responsible 
for all actlvltes on campus Invol- 
ving the sale of alcoholic bever- 
ages, as well as tq ensure that the 
relevant legislation is respected. 
The effect of this maybetotermi- 
nate the activities of our present 
"Informal" pubs." 

Copies of the letter were sent to 
each of the College Principals re- 
garding a recent application for a 
similar pub In the confines of the 
sinp:le student's residence. 

In his letter, Mr. Monahan also 
states, "There hav; been several 
unfortunate incident.^ recently In- 
volving pubs on campus, and there 
is :i leed to improve the super- 
vision of same as well as to en- 
sui- ; tliat they are operated within 
the law." 

The SGA will probably he the 
governing body for the sale of al- 
coholic beverages on 'jampus, 
when recent changes lu the pro- 
vincial liquor legislation come Into 
effect. 

At the same timp, an announce- 
ment has been made that the cam- 
pus pub, "L= Voyageur" is to be 
moved from Its present location 
(does anyone not know where that 
Is) to the area now taken up by 
"The Schooner", as the Lower 
Cafeteria Is formally known. 

The reason for this move is 
mainly one of security, according 
to mar.y sources: whenthepresent 
pub Is open, the University build- 
ings are open from the Library 
Tower, through the bowling alley 
section, and into the Science 11 
area. The move would restrict 
clientele movement to the Grand 
Salon area only, since all other 
doors could be locked. 

Reported prices for the move 
have ranged from $10,000 through 
th-=! $20,000 stated by the SGA, 



to a phenomenal $30,000. (17 years 
of Keep-10). 

If sale of alcoliol Is restricted 
to the main pub, "the increased 
space will be a necessary asset, 
since the closure of the Afferent 
College pubs can only increase the 
sales for "the only game". 

Some of the "unfortunate Inci- 
dents", according to Norm Raiche, 
Chief of Laurentian's Security 
Force, include four false alarms, 
one of which succeeded in having 
the City of Sudbury Fire Equip- 
ment on the campus for half an 
hour; several car accidents resu'- 
tint; frDtii excessive drink, one of 
which resulted In a charge of Im- 
paired driving when the Sudbury 
Rrpional Police were called in; 
the destruction of majiy thousand.': 
of dollars of school property, most 
of It resulting from the same dri- 
ving conditions; the destruction of 
a large plate glass window; and a 
number of altercations, either 
within the pubs themselves, or 
after leaving same. 

"We had only one relatively qui- 
et woikend of the flrsl four", 
said Halche. 

"It's not a good situation to have 
people comlns out of any of the 
pubb, ani speeding along Univer- 
sity roadways. Fortunately, we've 
had no injuries so. far, but the si- 
tuation has> ma extrern(»ty wor- 
ried." 

T'lu situation has advanced, in 
fact, to the point tliat ultimatums 
have been levelled, to the extent 
that the Regional Force would be 
called onto campus, if another of 
the false alarms Is turned in. 
"The Fire Department is ta- 
king ii 'leflnite no-nonsense atti- 
tude about the whole thing", sai-i 
K,iiche. 

"Evary tlnifi a;i alarm Js turn"i 
in, they are lorced to send out 
their best equipment, due to tt'.- 
number of multi-storied buildiin.- 
on campus. The result is that thr 
downtown area is left defenceless 
for the time that the trucks an* 
tied up". 

If the police were to be called 
In, he pointed out, there is a very 
strong possibility that all the"ln- 
formal" pubs would be Immedia- 
tely closed down, and thelropera- 
tors prosecuted, if caught selling 
without a license.

Non confidence motion

The SGA meeting held last Sa- 
turday turned out to anything but 
normal and boring lasting a bet- 
ter of Ave hours. 

Council ratified the minutes for 
the last two meetings. Various 
groups, the History Society, the 
ISO, the Native Students Club and 
the Geographical Society reques- 
ted funds. All requests were gran- 
ted except that of Native Students 
Club which was tabled becft'jSctuS 
club hasn't been ofllci'iliy recog- 
nized yet. Council then agreed 
to publicize procedures for getting 
a . club on campus recognized. 
The question period followed a 
short coffee break. Mike Slawny 
started off with some prepared 
questions. Slawny asked under 
what authority did Roger Campeau 
enter the Lambda office on at 
least two occasions? Campeau re- 
plied stating that he had asked Bill 
Srandlan for a copy of the Lambda 
Constitution and had not. received 
it yet. Since he stated he needed 
this c(vy and had a key, he went 
in and took the task force file 
from Scandlan's desk. Slawny 
asked Campeau by what authority 
did Campeau disrupt the internal 
workings of Lambda. Slawny sta- 
ted that around Nov. 9, four let- 
ters to the editor were taken. The 
following week, the pilferage was 
not selective. All copy in the edi- 
tor's desk was taken. Campaau 
chal'snged Slawny asking him un- 
der what authority he was ma- 
king accusations. Scandlan poi- 
nted out no accusations were be- 
ing made but rather that he was 
questioning Campeau to see if 
Campeau had any knowledge ofthe 
events. Slawny asked the ques- 
tion again whether Campau did or 
did not take the material. Cam- 
peau replied stating that he only 
took the flies. Slawny asked 
whether Campeau wished to deny 
any complicity in these events. 
Campeau gave a rather evasive 
answer suggesting that Slawny 
watch his accusations. MalzMaJ- 
doub repeatedly asked Campeau to 
clarify his statements. Fred Mens 
then su^ested that council forget 
the matter and talk about some- 
thing else. 

At this point of the meeting, 
Slawny pointed out that the ques- 
tions were not being recorded In 
the minutes of the meeting by Mal- 
colm Jacobs who took itupon him- 
self to act as secretary. Slawny 
turning to the subject of the Lam- 
bda keys, stated that the onlypeo- 
ple who had the keys were the clea- 
ning staff. Security, SGA^ office, 
and the Lambdastaff. Roger Cam- 
peau noted however, that the Lam- 
bda ofQce is sometimes left open 



with none present. Scandlan In- 
formed him that before the pil- 
ferage had occurred, the- letters 
were In the editor's basket and 
twth doors to Lambda were loc- 
ked. Fred Mens agains sugges- 
ted that council forget this whole 
Incident. Slawny, In reply to Mens 
agreed that the bickering aspect 
was unhealthy and should be re- 
solved However, he stated that he 
did not want to see such a seri- 
ous Incident elossed over. Foeer 
was cr.cc again; asked if he had a 
key on that night. Campeau stated 
that he did, that he left It on 
someone's desk. 

When being questioned by Paul 
Delongchamp, Campeau seemed to 
agree that he went beyond his 
txninds in taking the material but 
he stated that It should have been 
given to him before. Delangchamp 
then stated that Campeau was on 
the defensive. Nevertheless, Scan- 
dlan asked whydidn't Campeau ex- 
plain when he was caught. Cam- 
peau pleaded that Scandlan had 
heen unpleasant. (He hadn't Iiad 
a chance to explain.) 

After the squabble - the Laur- 
entlan Alternative was discussed. 
Campeau admitted that he sanc- 
tioned the paper and that he would 
assume responsibility for It be- 
cause, he asserted, he-w&y trying 
to get a decent newspaper for the 
students. Lyn Downer, former _e- 
dltor of Lambda, reminded Cam- 
peau that the Alternative used the 
copywrlte cartoon - took It and al- 
tered it and didn't even credit It. 
saw a good possibility of a law- 
suit. .Mike iMcWade asked Roger 
Campeau whether lie alone would 
assume legal responsibility for the 
Alternative. Roger reiterated that 
he would. At ths point, Mike 
Slawny moved a rather lengthy 
motion of non -confidence in Roger 
Campeau. On the basis of Cam- 
peau's actions which were without 
precldence and were unbecoming 
for the offlceof English Vice-Pre- 
sident. This motion was voted on 
by a secret ballot. Council by a 
large majority declared non-con- 
Udence In Roger Campeau. Cam- 
peau then stated the he would re- 
sign. B efore Roger left the mee- 
ting, he summarized whaf he saw 
were his three objectives when he 
was elected. He wished to move 
the Pub downstairs. He wished 
to replace food caterer from Ver- 
sa Foods to another service and he 
said that he wished to Improve the 
student nespaper. He said that he 
had done the flrst two and the . 
last one would be done eventually. 
Fred Mens also suggested an In- 
tention of resigning. Council then 
decided to hold a meeting oa the 
following Monday to deal with the 
resignations. 

Mike McWade suggestejj, .tjiat 



this affair Was not entirely Cam- 
peau 's fault. He wondered jusi 
what exactly was Malcolm Jacob's 
part In this affair and questioned 
why Jacobs left durlr^ the ques- 
tion period of the meeting Coun- 
cil then decided that Lambda keys 
and material be returned from 
the SGA offlce under the super- 
vision of an SGA executive - 
Therese Boutin and a Lambda 
staff member. Scandlan sugges- 
ted that a committee be formed 
to study the task fcrre report for 
the Lambda budget and incorpora- 
tion and report on it at the next 
meeting. Slawny moved that In 
the abscence of abudget that Lam- 
bda receive Immediately an ad- 
vance of $500. 

The French Theatre Group re- 
quested extra f\inds since they had 
received a smaller budget amount' 
than the University Players. It 
was decided to putpressureonJa- 
cobs to do something about ma- 
king Laurentlan Jackets and para- 
phenalla available. A motion was 
passed to ask A.imliilstratlon to 
install lights or at least steps 
to make the uphill path to U of 
S safer. An ISO report regard- 
ing the proposed Guyana trip was 
read and the Biology Club re- 
ceived a grant from the SGA. 
Fred Mens suggested that an a- 
pology be sent to the cartoonist 
for the copywrlte violation in the 
Alternative. Everybody agreed. 
It was pointed out that such a step 
was rather Inadequate.

As a council memt>er In atteh- 
dance at the SGA council meet- 
ing held Saturday, November 24, 
I shall attempt to clarify some of 
the rather obscure circumstances 
surrounding the afore -mentlohed 
meeting. 

The verbal resignation of Mr. 
Roger Campeau, our English Vice- 
President, was submitted. Prior 
to submission of his resignation, 
Mr. Campeau underwent question- 
ing concerning the availability of 
SGA funds for the Illegal publica- 
tion of *The Alternative', Lauren- 
tlan University's "other" publi- 
cation. Mr. Campeau 's response 
was reinforced with the hasty re- 
ply of Mr. Malcolm Jacobs, Presi- 
dent of the SGA, that no such funds 
were made available 

It was then asked whether It was 
the policy of the SGA to provide 
time for their secretary to supply 
production services for the Alter- 
native's publication. During the 
SGA 's business hours, at which 
time the secretary was to be fa 
the SGA offices, she was ia^tead 
at the Northern Life, office with 
Mr. Jacobs and Mr. Campeau 
Typesetting for the publication of 
' The Alt&»-native. Mr. Jacobs re- 
plied that Monday in question was 
the secretary's day off. Point of 
fact, however, - Saturday and Sun- 
day are the secretary's allotted 
days off. 

In a conversation with the SGA 
secretary, Therfese Boutin, Fr. 
Vice-President, and myself, I 
found out that as a result of an 
SrjA executive meeting the pre- 
vious evening, the secretary had 
been instructed to work for the 
publication, the Alternative. An 
executive meeting had In fact been 
convened, but any Information or 
reference to the use of the SGA 
secretary for the publication of 
the Alternative was completely 
withheld from Therese Boutin. 
Not only was Therese not infor- 
med of this situation, tiut the SGA 
secretary was Instructed that her 
functions in the Alternatlve'spub- 
Ilcatlon had been an "executive 
decision." 

On tlie day that the Alternative 
was in production at Northern - 



Life, Miss Boutin and the SGA 
secretary learned, via telephone 
conversations between the Nor- 
thern Life and the SGA oriices, 
that Miss Boutin was completely 
unaware of directions given to 
the secretary to perform the type- 
setting functions on the Alterna- 
tive, The secretary had been de- 
ceived by Malcolm and Roger. 

Therefore, It could be taken 
that the Alternative had been In- 
directly financed and approved by 
representatives of the SGA execu- 
tive by a two-thirds majority. 

However, Malcolm discreetly 
left the council meeting soon after 
this question period began. 

The questions from council 
mtiin'i ~s and Lambda staffers 
continued in the direction of Ro- 
ger. 

During this time, I stated to 
Roger that durlngtheproductlonof 
the Alternative, under Malcom 
i Jacob's supervision, it was set- 
ra^.her odd that Mr. J acob's name 
failed to appear In print in the 
Alternative's publication. Mr. 
Jacobs Is experienced in the pro- 
duction of a newspaper and pre- 
sumably knowledgeable in the area 
of copyright law. Had Roger 
been sucked in for the entire 
enterprise? Campeau stated that 
■he would accept fiill RESPONSI- 
BILITY for the publicaUon of the 
Alternative, during the council 
meeting. 



Our Roger seemingly is not a 
sucker by any means. He hasn't 
really been known to be a scfliie- 
goat for anyone. He says what 
he believes under any situation, 
bit could this case be an excep- 
tion? It is apparent to those 
who attended this meeting that 
Roger was left holding the Bag. 

Malcolm was seeming to smell 
like roses, but when he withdrew 
from the meeting he left behind 
him an odor less pleasant. 

Malcolm Jacobs was fully 
knowledgeable and could quite pos- 
sibly be the brains behind the lit- 
tle Watergate which led to the 
vote of non-confidence In Roger 
Campeau.

If the an- 
swers Mr. Jacobs choses to give are nega- 
tive, perhaps In the future when he must un- 
expectedly dart from the council room, be it 
from a queasy stomach, or a sudden migraine 
attack, he might inform council, of his un- 
healthy state and excuse himself.

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Tbls past weekend LU held the 
1st Annuiil Voyageur Invltattonal 
Basketball Tournament and It pro- 
ved to be a tremendous success. 
The basketball was of a high ca- 
libre and It was exciting. To top 
It all off the excellent play of 
our Voyageurs made the event very 
worth-while. Spsclal congratula- 
tions go to Vee's head coach Ken 
Shields who spent much time and 
effort in organizing the tourna- 
ment. 

The only game of the four play- 
ed that proved to be one-sided 
came in the first semi-final Fri- 
day night. This saw the much tal- 
ler and more experienced North- 
wood Instlhite Northmen easily ha- 
ndle the York u. VeonieS, S4-37.' 
The Northmen , featuring seven 
players at 6'3" or belter, gave 
the scrappy York contingent a se- 
vere pounding under the boards 
at both ends of the court. Rare- 
ly did Yeomen shooters get se- 
cond scoring opportunities after 
the initial shot while the North- 
wood "leapers" scored many 
times with lay-ups and tip-ins., 
following up on missed shots from 
the outside. However, despite be- 
ing badly out-gunned, York showol 
a never-say-dle spirit that would 
pay off later in the Tourney. 
The second semi-final game of 
the evening saw our own Voya- 
geurs defeat the perennial QUAA 
champs, the Loyola College of 
Montreal, Warriors, 91-92. In 
one of the most exciting games 
seen on this campus In some time 
the Voyageurs showed they are 
truly a team to beat In the '73- 
'74 campaign. 

The flred-up Vees took advan- 
tage of some poor Loyola shoo- 
ting early in the contest to jump 
to an early lead. Holding leads of 
17-8 and 27-12, our team seemed 
on their way to a surprisingly 
early victory. However,, they 
failed to deliver the knosk-out 
punchi Loyola, their line-iip aug- 
mented by seven players from 
south of the border, showed class 
as they refused to wilt under the 
pressure and worked their way 
back into the game. Guard, John 
Erglis (14) was mainly respon- 
sible for the Warrior comeback 
scoring 16 of his 23 points in the 
first half. At half-time, f i Vu ^; 
lead had been reduced to 6 points 
50-44. 

The second-half proved to be a 
saw-of. Every attempt made by 
the Loyola squad to gain control 
was met head-on by a determined 
Laurentian team that always see- 
med to score baskets aiid grab 
rebounds when they were most 
needed to keep momentum. Voya- 
geur coach. Ken Shields, said fol- 
lowing the game the he felt his 
charges used their ran well, uti- 
lizing the fast break to advan- 
tage. , when the opportunity arose. 
He wa:: pleased with the rebound- 
ing aivi the defensive play of his 
team. Although he expressed 
displeasure with the turn-overs, 
he was happy to see that his pla-

Loyola coach, 
Doug Daigneault, blamed his teams 
lack of discipline on offense for 
their loss.

Then our men showed a 
trait that, if continued, could 
take them for this reason: Show- 
ing poise not often displayed by 
Laurentian cage teams in recent 
years, the Vees slowly but sure- 
ly began to erode the Northwood 
lead. The progress was often ago- 
nizing, the Vees taking seemingly 
forever to crack that 7-9 point 
barrier between they and the, 
Northmen.

Coach 
Ken Shields summed it up pretty 
well after the game. "It's not 
often you're called for travelling 
on the tying basket In your own 
gym", lamented the crestfallen 
Shields. 

While the defeat was a tough one 



to take. Shields looked for the 
silver-lining and found much lobe 
pleased about. He pointed to the 
great poise shown by his team for 
the comeback. He was also plea- 
santly surprised with how well the 
press worked. The turnovers pro- 
duced were Instrumental in the 
Vee's late gsme surge. However, 
he said the recently Installed press 
needed work, that at times- his 
players missed additional oppor- 
tunities to steal the ball.

Guyana is located at the very 
top of South America and Is bor- 
dered by three countries, Vene- 
zuela, Brazil and Dutch Guyana. 
It Is 83,000 square miles In size. 
The name Guyana means "land of 
many waters" and the largest 
river in Guyana Is the Essequlto. 
The most inhabited areas are a- 
long the sea coast where the cli- 
mate Issub-troplcal, with temper- 
atures ranging from 78 to 89 de- 
grees. 

The population of Guyana Is 
small, consisting of three quarters 
of a million people. Guyuia Is a 
mum-cultural and multi-racial 
country with sIxldentlQableethnic 
communities from Europe, Asia, 
and Africa. English Is the of- 
ficial language. Indian, Arabic 
a-id native languages are also 
spoken. 

The Guyanese enjoy an easy- 
going life because the necessities 
of life are plentiful. Theyarealso 
a very spontaneous people. PoU- 
Ucaily, they have a democratic 
socialist government headed by 
Mr. J acobs Burnham. Their for- 
eign policy is based on non-align- 
ment. 

The students that will be trav- 
elling to Guyana will be going not 
as tourists but as participants In 
the Guyanese society. TheywlU 
be staying In Georgetown, the ca- 
pital ot Guyana. The trip Is In- 
tended to be an observatloa of the 
educational, social , cultural and 
economic life o! Guyana. 

The students will carry good- 
will messages from service clubs 
in Sudbury. The Prime Minister 
of Guyana has expressed an In- 
terest in meeting with the party. 
Local television stations In Sud- 
bury are Interested in the possi- 
bility ol filming some of the ev- 
ents. 

The Fourth R^ublic Celebra- 
tions are an Ideal time for the stu- 
dents to visit Guyana because 
there will be many festivities, in- 
cluding the famous stedl liands 
and masquerade bands. The stu- 
dents will partf clpate fuUy in the 
Republic Celbratlons and will be 




.Integrated into the social life. 
Students will be staying in the 
homes of students from the Uni- 
versity of Guyana. In this way 
the Laurentlan students will bet- 
ter appreciate the Guyanese cul- 
ture than If they were to stay in 
a hotel. 

Areas of the Interior will be vi- 
sited to explore the natural and 
scenic beauty. Students wtll see 
the Kaietueur Falls that have the 
highest perpendicular In the «rl1. 
They will also travel on the Essl- 
quibo River and enter the Ama- 
zon area. Many areas of agri- 
cultural and social Interest will 
be visited,, such as the rice grow- 
ing areas aid the sugar cane a- 
reas. They will also tour the re- 
gions where gold, diamons and 
manganese are mined. 

The total cost of the trip is 
fifty dollars per student. The nor- 
mal lair Is $353. The students 
will be gone for approzimately 10 
days during the study break at 
the end of February. There is 



room for twenty representatives 
from the faculty and student bo- 
dy. Arrangements are being made 
to receive contributions from 
various sources at the federal le- 
vel and municipal level. Anyone 
planning to go on the trip must 
help with flind-ralslng projects.
